this year’s event. Field Day. What is it? It’s basically a 
preparedness exercise for hams to demonstrate their 
capability to operate in primitive environment under 
stressed conditions for a 24 hour period. The ARRL 
turned this into a contest of sorts. It’s also a great way for 
hams to meet other hams and to lear about emergency 
communications, 


Setup will begin on Friday evening. Operations begin at 
noon on Saturday, immediately following a FD briefing by 
Mike KOTER. Operations will run for 24 hours until 
Sunday at noon. There’s plenty of space for campers, but 
please let Mike K@TER know ahead of time if you plan to 
camp. Dinner will be served up by the MARC on 
Saturday evening, and breakfast whipped up by the 
PPRAA on Sunday morning. Both clubs will split the 
entire cost of food for both meals. 


We'll probably have an HF CW station, an HF SSB 
station, a VHF/UHF station, and a satellite station. We 
may also have a separate station set up as sort of a 
demonstration station, or an Elmer station, similar to last 
year. The Elmer station will be primarily to educate you 
all about Field Day and about general amateur radio 
operations. At the other stations, you'll find an operator 
and a logger busy operating away, calling CQ FD or 
answering other stations’ CQs, trying to score up points. 
Each operator/team may be signed up for an hour at the 
key or mike. You probably won’t want to interrupt them 
too much with questions, but there will be a station 
coordinator nearby to whom you can fire your questions. 
At the Elmer station, on the other hand, you can come 
there and ask away. Sit down and touch the controls, even 
if you’ve got a little mike shyness. Get the feel for tuning 
in a single sideband station. Make one CQ call. Answer 
one CQ call. This’ll be like an educational station in a 
museum (with newer equipment, though) where you can 
just look, or touch, or operate a little. No pressure.

Season in High Gear- Prior Planning is Paramount! 


Ellicott Tornado!! Sure, we’ve known that we’re entering severe weather and tomado season, but this one came up 
rather suddenly. Fortunately there was-no loss of life. Skywarn spotters were already activated for a net on the evening of 
Memorial Day when the twister struck at about 1925. Over a dozen injuries, several mobile homes destroyed, and the high 
school damaged to the point of it being condemned. Hams were on the air on the 146.97 repeater when it happened, but it 
really came too fast to give much of a warning to Ellicott residents, County personnel were there in a matter of minutes to 
begin rescue and recovery. But this is what we train for. The spotter network went very smoothly and professionally. We 
have to stay ready for anything to happen in the weeks ahead. We’re not out of the season yet. 


Cavalier Trail Ride. Although one of the newer public events handled by hams, this is definitely one of the more fun 
and interesting events. This is an equestrian ride, with about 60 riders and horses competing. The goal for the riders is to 
ride their horse through an high-exertion ride. The horse’s pulse and respiration rates are measured to determine the 
horse’s physical condition. The better the condition, the more points earned. 


For the hams, this event places hams in a number of different environments. For some checkpoints, 4WD vehicles are 
required. Others must hike in a short distance to their checkpoint. Some can work from their vehicles. And of course a 
couple of hams are at the net control site. This year all of the excitement happened in the first few hours of the event. A 
rider fell off of her horse and broke some ribs and suffered a mild concussion. This happened on the steepest section of the 
course. When the emergency crew arrived, they had to carry the woman out on a litter, but because of the steep incline the 
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Tescuers use a system of ropes and a special litter supported by a single, large tire to move her to the awaiting ambulance. 

Ham radio played a very important part in guiding the rescuers to the site, and although it could have been accomplished 
without ham radio, it could not have been done with the speed and professionalism shown by the operators. Thanks to all “™ 
involved! I think we earned our pay this year!

Colorado Connection News 
de Paul Shackelford WBQQMR 


[Ed: This series came in three parts. Below are 


Part 1 was in a previous issue of the 
O-Beat. ] 


(17-Apr-2001) Last month I started a discussion on 
how a signal is relayed from the Denver area to the 
other repeaters in the system. I will pick up where I 
left off with our signal heading west from the 
145.310 repeater above Boulder to Grand Junction 
and Eastern Utah. 


The next relay point heading west is the 
Breckenridge Mt. Baldy 146.79 repeater and hub. 
This site is unique in the system as it has two UHF 
hub radios (see last month's article for hub 
description). The first UHF radio receives the signal 
from the Denver UHF hub radio and then feeds it to 
the 146.79 VHF repeater, and also to the second UHF 
hub radio that transmits only to the western Slope 
main hub in Western Eagle County. (See maps in 

_ repeaters section of our website www.colcon.org) 


The signals received at the Eagle County hub are 
retransmitted from a high location at higher power to 
the Glenwood Springs, Rifle, Leadville and Grand 
Junction UHF link radios and are repeated on those 
locations’ VHF output frequencies. The signal from 
the Grand Junction 145.355 VHF repeater can be 
heard in east central Utah. Signals going back the 
other way follow the same path back in reverse. 


We are currently having some problems with Grand 
Junction's recetver and Glenwood's transmitter but 
those will be repaired soon. The snow that keeps us 
away from those sites is melting fast. 


There are some exceptions to the above Western 
Slope signal paths. They mainly are Salida, 
Steamboat Springs, Craig, Kremmling, and Walden. 


I will conclude this series of articles next month with 
details on how those repeaters are fed with signals. If 
you have any specific questions on the above 
information or any question on the operation of your 
Colorado Connection please give me a call on the 
repeater or e-mail me at: whOqmr@colcon.org.

(13-May-2001) This article will conclude the series 
on how the Connection relays signals around the 
state. I hope I have explained the basic workings of 
the system in a way that gives most of you a better 
idea of what is going on when you use the system. 
Last month I finished the explanation of how the 
signals get to Grand Junction and back. I will now 
cover the few exceptions to the way the main links 
work. 


The Kremling repeater on Santoy Peak south and 
west of Kremling is the only repeater that links 
directly to the Denver 145.310 repeater on VHF. It 
listens to 145.31 on it's link radio and feeds the 
signals to it's 147.075 repeater. Signals going back 
just follow that path in reverse. This is our backup 
link to the western slope as it can be relayed to the 
UHF Hub in Eagle County if we wish. 


The Steam Boat Springs repeater is owned and 
operated by the Northwest Colorado Amateur Radio 
Association. They pick up our VHF signal on 146.79 
from Breckenridge with their link radio and feed it to 
the 449.625 UHF repeater. This signal is picked up 
by the Craig 147.270 repeater owned by the same 
group. Signals FROM Craig and Steam Boat follow 
the same path in reverse. 


The Walden repeater located South of Walden on 
Peterson Ridge is owned and operated by The 
Connection. It receives it's signals from the 
Steamboat Springs UHF repeater and feeds them to 
it's 145.160 transmitter. Signals going back follow 
that path in reverse. 


Finally the Salida repeater is located on Fremont Peak 
South of Salida. It gets it's signals from the Leadville 
145.445 repeater via a relay located at the home of Ray ~ 
KCOIVB near Fairplay. This relay consists of a dual band 
radio that listens to 145.445 and retransmits that signal on 
our UHF link frequency to the Salida link radio where it is 
fed to the 147.285 repeater. Signals FROM Salida follow 
the same path in reverse.

Portable Repeater Gets Its Share of Use 
de N7LV Rob Roller 


Since the public service season as begun in full force, I 
thought it might be a good idea to talk about one resource 
that is available to us for emergencies and public service 
events. That resource is the portable repeater that was 
built by Derek Toeppen WA@ZTI. This might also make 
a good program for an upcoming meeting (hint, hint), to 
have Derek come out and show us this repeater in person. 
This short article will only give a brief overview of the 
system. We'll try to get some photographs and more 
detail for a future article. 

Derek built this home-brew repeater a number of years 
ago, and first introduced it to the ARES staff back in 
around 1994, It has been used by hams probably more for 
the public service aspect than it has been used for 
emergencies. In fact, I personally can’t recall it being used 
for any emergencies yet. 


The completely self-contained repeater consists of all the 
normal parts of a repeater: transmitter, receiver, controller, 
duplexer, antenna, power source, and all interconnecting 
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cables. It also has a UHF transceiver added to 
accommodate a UHF input, such as from a cross-band 
repeater. All components are either encased in wooden 
crates or in foam padded cases for protection and easier 
handling. Essentially, it’s a turnkey system. The repeater 
operator only has to be able to understand how to hook up 
a few coax cables and the power cables, and flip a few 
switches. It’s incredibly simple! 


The largest crate encloses the duplexer. All connections 
which go to the radios and antennas have been brought out 
to a connection panel so that the duplexer itself it not 
accidentally detuned. 


The transmitter and receiver are built from an older 
Motorola Micor radio, and can operate at 25W on one of 
two frequencies: 146.835 or 146.865 MHz. 


The antenna is a dual-band 2m/70cm Diamond X-50A 
antenna, providing about 5 dB gain on VHF and about 7 
dB gain on UHF. In the transmission line is a very 
important component: a Polyphaser brand lightning 
arrestor. In no uncertain terms, Derek requires that the 
system be protected from lightning strikes. This single 
component protects the repeater and absolutely has to be 
installed, Derek also provides a copper grounding rod 
which MUST be used each time the repeater is installed. 


This repeater gets used annually during the Pikes Peak Hill 


Climb, and you know what the lightning situation is like 
in July! We also started using it this year for the Cavalier 
Trail Ride. 


The controller controls the repeater, obviously. It has an 
[D’er (WA@ZTI) and a courtesy beep that can be turned 
on or off. Typically we tum it off for the Hill Climb. 


Finally, it has a UHF transceiver which provides output on 
the UHF frequency of 448.1 MHz when the repeater is 
transmitting. It also is capable of receiving on 448.1 MHz 
and retransmitting that on VHF. This allows for the use of 
a dual-band mobile, configured for crossband, in case 
some additional range is necessary. Again, we do use this 
during the Hill Climb to cover some of the SW locations 
on the highway. 


The entire system can be powered from a 12V source. 
Derek provides two 90 AH lead-acid batteries which will 
power the system for several days if necessary without 
recharging. I believe Derek also provides.a 120VAC to 
12VDC power supply in case commercial power is 
available. 


So that’s itin a nutshell. I’m out of room, but at least you 
get the picture. First of all, it’s good to know that this 
repeater is available. And now you know how it works!
